An individual has 
subjected himself to the mischief of law and 
we mil deal with him according to the law,"

The government told the Punjab High 
Court last Saturday that a retired Maj-Gen 
TajunmaT Hussain, had been arrested and 
charged with attempting to turn members-af 
the armed forces against Pakistan’s military 
rulers. 

Zfcalso announced that six senior generals 
in his government had" been relieved of their 
military responsibilities and would devote 
themselves solely to their government duties. 

King accepts 

ambassadors’ 

credentials 

RIYADH, March 18 (SPA) — King 
Khaled received credentials Tuesday of the 
Pakistani, Moroccan, Norwegian and Nepal- 
ese ambassadors at the royal palace in Mazar. 

The new ambassadors are: Najmul Saqib 
Khan of Pakistan, Muhammad AI-Arabi 
Al- Ttmi of Morocco, Jan Estem of Norway 
and Kidara Brassad Koirala of Nepal. 

The meetings were attended by Foreign 
Minister Prince Saud; Sheikh Muhammad 
ALNuwaiser, head of the royal cabinet; 
Ahmad Abdul Wahab, head of the royal pro- 
tocol; Salem Sunbul, head of foreign ministry 
protocol; and Gen. Abdullah Al-Basih, 
commander of the royal guard. 

Meanwhile, the new Brazilian ambassador 
to the Kingdom, Celso Dime, arrived in Jed- 
dah Monday. He was received by Hussain 
Maxzouk, assistant chief of foreign ministry 
protocol. 


Zia said he had no plans to retire from the 
armed' forces and establish himself as a 
civilian president 

His legal right to govern rested on his 
authority as thief martial law administrator, a 
post which could only be held by the armed 
forces chief of staff, Zia added. 

The government initially denied reports 
last week of an attempted coup against Zia. 

Zia blamed the foreign press for projecting 
the incident out of proportion. 

“It is not deep rooted, he said. “There is 
nothing more than it is on the surface but it 
has been projected in such a manner around 
the world as if Pakistan had been turned 
□p sided own, which is not right." 

Major Gen. Hussain, a hero of the 1971 
war with India, was involved in the 1977 
opposition movement against former prime 
minister Zulfikar Ali Bhutto. He was accused 
of anti-government activities by Bhutto and 
toas retired before Gen. Zia took over power 
in July 1977. • - — 

Last autumn Hussain formed the Islami c 
Democratic Revolutionary Party but was 
disqualified from taking part in the planned 
November general elections, which were 
anyway cancelled. ~ — 

Zia postponed elections in late 1977, and 
again last October when he banned all politi- 
cal parties, detained several politicians, and 
imposed censorship on the local press. 

His recent statements that elections will 
not solve Pakistan's present problems have 
led to strong criticism from the defunct politi- 
cal leaders of the Pakistan National Alliance,' 
who helped to install the military govern- 
ment, and Tehrik-i-Istiqlal, whose chief 
retired air marshal Asghar Khan is under 
house arrest-Both have demanded the resto- 
ration of democracy and the establishment of 
an elected government. ' “ • 

Many members of Bhutto's Pakistan Peo- 
ples Party, including his widow and daughter, 
Benazir, are under detention. 

A constitutional petition, filed by Asghar 
Khan, challenging the right of die military 
government to dissolve political parties and 
postpone elections, was heard at the Lahore 
High Court last week. 


United States asks China 
to present Afghan views 


WASHINGTON, March 18 (R) — The 
United States has invited China's views on 
ways to counter Soviet intervention in 
Afghanistan in discussions here between 
Chinese Vice Foreign Minister Zhang Wen- 
jin and Secretary of State Cyrus Vance. 

U JS. officials said that during talks Monday 
Zhang repeated Peking’s line that Moscow 
had been drawn into an expensive and futile 
military venture in Afghanistan. 

These officials said the talks would set the 
stage for a response of “independent but 
mutual reinforcing actions" to the Soviet 
incursion that would come later. 

Zhang lunched with Vance after a meeting 
with Deputy Secretary of State Warren 
Christopher and Matthew Nimetz, undersec- 
retary for security assistance. 

Tuesday Zhang met Carter’s i national : 
security adviser, Zbigniew Brzezinski ' and 
leaders of Congress. 

U.S. officials are also seeking details on 
China' s proposed aid program for Pakistan, 
which shares a tense border with Afghanis- 
tan. 

In Tokyo Japan and China agreed that the 
Soviet Union should withdraw its troops 
immediately from Afghanistan, Japanese 
fefreign ministry sources said. 

The position was reached on the second and 
last day of a -consultative meeting between 


woriring-level officials of the Japanese and 
Chinese foreign ministries. 

Vice Foreign Minister Han Nianlong, 
beading the Chinese delegation, said the 
Soviet Union should immediately and 
unconditionally withdraw from Af g h anist a n 
and leave Afghanistan's domestic affairs in 
the hands of the Afghan people, the sources 
said. 

Han also said China was opposed to the 
neutralization of Afghanistan, a British 
proposal backed by the other members of the 
European Economic Community and gener- 
ally supported by Washington, because it 
would give the Soviet Union what he called 
an excuse for prolonged military interven- 
tion, the sources said. 

Hie Japanese side, commenting on the 
neutralization idea, said it was ready to study 
it if it would help an early Soviet withdrawal 
and self-determination for the Afghan peo- 
ple. 

Meanwhile, the Washington Post said the 
Carter administration was expected to 
announce tighter restriction on sales of tech- 
nology to the Soviet Union in response to 
Moscow’s push into Afghanistan. 

Quoting administration officials, the 
newspaper said the controls would limit sales 
not only of high-technology goods of poten- 
tial military value but also industrial know- 
how that might have defense applications.

Panel to form new ruling system

RIYADH, March 18 — The royal 
has announced the formation of a 
committee to draw up plans for a new sys- 
tem rf go v ernment, a consultative coundl 
and a provincial system for the country. 

The plans of the committee, chaired by 
Interior Minister Prince Naif, will then be 
submitted for approval and implementa- 
tion. 

Other members of the committee are 
Justice Minister Sheikh Ibrahim ibn 
Muhammad A1 Sheikh, Labor and Wel- 
fare Minister Sheikh Ibrahim A1 Anqari, 
Pflgramage and Endowments Minister 
Sheikh Abdul Wahab Abdul Wasei, 
Minister of State Sheikh Muhammad 
Ibrahim Masood, State Minister Dr. 
Muhammad Al Milhem, chairman of the 
Board of Grievances Sheikh Muhammad 
ibn Jubair, Member of the Board of 
Ulema and Supreme Coundl of Judica- 
ture Sheikh Saleh AlLuhaidan and Minis- 
ter of State sheikh Saleh Al Hussain. 

The committee was requested to com- 
plete its deliberations and submit the final 
plans as soon as possible. 

In interviews with newspapers and news 
agencies, Crown Prince Fahd has said the 
government is intent on drawing plans for 
a system of government based on the 
Koran and the prindples of Islam. 

He told an Arabic magazine last Janu- 
ary that the “matter has been in our minds 
for a long time and we are greater to study 
it carefully and comprehensively. What 
you call a constitution, we call tire basic

system of rule. We have completed most 
of its 200 articles, all of which are derived 
from Islamic legislation.'’ 

He said, then he expected the project to 
be completed in two months. “Together 
with the basic system of rule there will be 
an announcement about the consultative 
coundl which wQl be complementary to 
the council of ministers.” He also made it 
dear that the changes will not involve only 
personalities, but also new government 
concepts. 

Since the reign of King Abdul Aziz 
began, in 1932, Saudi Arabia has strictly 
adhered to Islamic prindples of govern- 
ment and conduct However, it has not 
hesitated from applying new ideas that 
were considered in the public interest. 

Islam, which gives the ruler wide pow- 
ers provided he is irreproachably good 
and benevolent, abowes the ruler to 
undertake reforms deemed to be in the 
“public interest” after consultations with 


other national leaders. 

Members of this consultative council, 
are selected according to a strict code of 
conduct and career in public service and 
are expected to tell the ruler when he 
might have made a mistake and guide him 
bade to the right path. 

Since King Abdul Aziz, the government 
of Saudi Arabia, under his son Saud and 
later King Faisal and presently King 
Khaled, has continuously improved and 
expanded the concept of government. 
New ministries and departments have 
been instituted. Financial regulations, 
telecommunications services and other 
modern facilities have been deemed in the 
public interest. 

The cabinet usually assigns a committee 
to study a proposed innovation. This study 
is debated before it is submitted for the 
King’s approval. If the King finds the pro- 
■ ject in the public interest, he approves it. 

The first .basic system of government. 


within the teachings of Islam, was formu- 
lated by King Faisal in May 1958 while 
still prime minister under his brother King 
Saud. In Western terms, this was the first 
constitution. It introduced the modem 
system of government without lessening 
the prerogatives of the King. Portfolios 
were created, ministerial responsibility to 
the prime minister, and the prime minis- 
ter’s accountability to the King were 
firmly established. If the prime minister 
resigned, his cabinet followed suit. 

Faisal's constitution, called the funda- 
mental system of the state, defined the 
relationships between the King and his 
prime minister. The King remained the 
ruler, adviser and guiding spirit, but the 
prime minister and bis cabinet were given 
a free hand in interpreting and implement- 
ing orders. 

Under this system, ministers were for- 
bidden to take other jobs while in office or 
buy or hire state property. Ministers are 
not permitted to rent property to the state, 
undertake any financial enterprise or 
become a company board member. The 
prime minister was empowered to fire any 
minister after obtaining the King’s per- 
mission. 

The state's finances were protected 
against waste and misuse by giving the 
prime minister adequate powers to con- 
trol the inflow and outflow of state funds. 

The constitution was amended after 
King Faisal ascended to the throne and 
became prime minister, although he often 
deputized Prince Fahd to preside over 
cabinet meetings.

TEL AVIV, March 18 (Agencies) — A 
secret study by the U.S. Central Intelligence 
Agency concludes that the United States 
should work for a Palestinian state to gain 
Arab, support for a pro-Western security 
alliance in the Middle Easty an Israeli news- 
paper reported Tuesday. 

The Washington correspondent of The 
Maori v newspaper wrote that the report was 
prepared several months ago when the 
adminis tration of President Jimmy Carter 
initiated efforts to establish an anti-Soviet 
alliannff in the Gulf in the wake of the Soviet 
invasion of Afghanistan and the Iranian 
revolution. 

According to the newspaper report, the 
CIA concluded that Arab leaders would hot 
be satisfied with the autonomous Palestinian 
authority now being negotiated among Israel, 
Egypt and the United States as a solution to 
the Palestinian issue. 

Officials in Tel Aviv said Israeli Ambas- 
sador Ephraim Evron would be instructed to 
bring up the reported CCA study with the 
administration.

as saying the CLA report was based entirely 
on published material, such as the statements 
of Arab leaders or editorial comment from 
Mideast newspapers.

An Israeli source 
has said that Burg suggested meetings several 
times a week, instead of once or twice a 
month as had been done up to -xow.

Italy, Iraq nuclear sale worries U.S. 


WASHINGTON, March 18 (AP) — The 
United States has objected to Italy about a 
“very worrisome” sale of sensitive nuclear 
technology to Iraq, State Department offi- 
cials said Monday. 

The s^Ie of a “Hot Cell” laboratory could 
put Iraq on the road to becoming a nuclear 
weapons producer, said officials who asked 
not to be identified. But they added that Iraq 
does not appear likely to be able to explode a 
nuclear device for several years. 

The officials said the Italian government 
has thus for been “indifferent’ to the nudear 
proliferation dangers of its nudear coopera- 
tion with Iraq. “So far, our objections have 
not been successful, but I believe we have 
gotten their attention,” one official said. 

The officials described the “Hot Cell" as a 
.s mall, lead-shielded laboratory that can be 
outfitted for small-scale reprocessing c f spent 
nudear fuel to extract plutonium. 

Nudear fuel is not unsable in nudear 
weapons, but once it has been used in a nuc- 
lear rector its chemical composition changes 
and a small amount of plutonium is present. If 
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he the plutonium can be separated, it can be 
t a readily made into a nudear explosive.

In addition, the Ministers of Endowments 
decided to preserve King Khaled 1 s opening 
statement as one of tihe documents of the 
conference. 

In answer to Egypt’s peace efforts with 
Israel, the Conference suspended Egypt’s 
membership “until the Egyptian regime 
returns to the Islamic fold, stops dealing with 
the Zionist enemy and gives up the Camp 
David Accords."

Habib Chatti was 
unable to attend the Mecca conference 
because he was busy with the Jerusalem Fund 
under the chairmanship of King Hassan. 

He added that while the Ulema and free- 
dom fighters were condemned to death and 
hung in public squares and innocent civilians 
were killed with poisoning gas in mountains 
and valleys in Afghanistan, other atrocious 
crimes were committed against their Muslim 
brothers in Palestine, especially die Ibrahim 
Mosque along the same style witnessed 
everywhere in occupied Jerusalem. 

Zafar had talked about the particular prac- 
tice carried out by the Zionist occupation 
authorities which consists of harrassing Mus- 
lims and preventing or banning (hem from 
performing prayers. 

But he said that it was thanks to God and to 
the Muslim struggle that the Palestinian issue 
which was taken lightly by most nations in the 
past has now become the prime matter of 
concern to world public opinion.

The traffic department, like others in 
the government, sends its officials on trips 
overseas to learn the latest developments 
in science and technology. But my obser- 
vation is that the men who go abroad learn 
more about foreign tourist attractions 
than about their chosen profession. 

For instance, the process of numbering 
the uniforms of policemen and non- 
commissioned officers has yet to be car- 
ried back here by the government travel- 
ers. My memory tells me such a project 
came up for discussion a couple of years 
ago, but a study on it has not been com- 
pleted so far. I wonder why such number- 
ing isn't implemented. Is it too unimpor- 
tant to be given a try? 

Traffic officials have been receiving 
numerous complaints from the public 
about traffic police confiscating licenses 
and car registration permits ami issuing 
drivers a ticket in return. After the driver 
pays the fine in court and completes the 
related formalities, he faces the problem 
of finding the official who had taken of his 
documents. Upon enquiry, he is asked to 
describe the official's features, which does 
not help, for many may have identical fea- 
tures. 

The confusing circumstances would be 
eliminated if the official's Uniform were 
numbered. It would be easier to locate the 
officer and have the car documents 
restored to their owner. It must be men- 
tioned too, that the withdrawal of licenses 
and car permits is officially prohibited. 
Still the practice finds favor with officials. 

Since the Director of Public Security, 
Maj. Gen. Abdullah Al Sheikh, is keen to 
upgrade tiie security machinery using use- 
ful foreign methods, I should like to stress 
to him the importance of numbering the 
traffic officials 1 uniforms., Numbers for 
each man would make easier the 
implementation of official orders. I feel 
the numbering method, should be 
extended to the wireless patrol officials, 
the flying squad and the ordinary police- 
men, since they all have a direct link with 
the public. 

There is, however, no doubt that 
Interior Minister Prince Naif and his 
deputy Prince Ahmed continue to give the 
security departments their support and 
concern under the supervision and direc- 
tives of the country’s wise leadership.

Desalination technology featured at lecture WEATHER

j JEDDAH, March 18 (SPA) — The semi- 
nar on “Technology of Saline Water Desali- 
nation" opened here at the Faculty of 
*• j Engineering at King Abdul Aziz University 
j Tuesday. The lecture is presented by Dr. 
Abdul Rahman Al- Sheikh, minister of 
agriculture and water. 

In addition, specialists in desalination 
! technology from the University of Glasgow 
- ? land other officials from Saudi Arabian Uni- 
versities with interests in this field took pan 
iin the program. 

Dr. Abdul Rahman expressed hope that 
Ithe seminar would reach a strategy to cope 
with the present difficulties in desalination 
and confirmed that this ministry is working 
seriously to improve the standard of farmers 
and agriculture in the Kingdom parallel to the 
development in other fields. 

Desalination of saline water is a large con- 
cern of officials in the Kingdom as a result of a 
scarcity of fresh water. As a consequence 
desalination programs have been the largest 
of many efforts. 

In March, 1979, King Khaled turned the 
valve to release the first gushes of water from 

the Jeddah II I desalination plan L At the time 
the $ 400 million plant more than doubled 
Jeddah's supply of water. Since then efforts 
by the Director of Water and Agriculture in 
die Western Province have brought about a 
supply of water to the entire city. As recently 


as one month ago, Jeddah Water Works has 
to alternate the pumping of water to half of 
the dty at a time. 

Jeddah in was built for the Saline Water 
Conversion Corporation by a consortium 
headed by Kraftwerk Union AF of West 
Germany, and provides 23 million gallons of 
water a day. 

In addition Jeddah IV is underway. Upon 
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its completion. Jeddah IV will bring 85 mil- 
lion gallons of water to the dty. According to 
Asad Jamjoom, the waterworks director, this 
is to fulfill the needs of the people in then- 
daily requirements as well as provide a water 


base for the growing industries. 

The Eastern Province has its taste geared 
up for the desalinated water also. In April, 
1979, King Khaled also ratified plans for a 
major project supplying water to Da mmam , 
AI- Khobar and Dhahran and smaller towns 
in the Eastern Province. 

The Al-Khobbar II desalination project 
will provide 60 million gallons a day of water 
and 750 megawatts of power. The onset of 
desalinated ■ water will Dot only relieve the 
Kingdom of its thirst, but will permit water 
taken from Wadis and routed to the dries to 
be returned to agricultural uses. 

_ Presently, the water received by Jeddah is 
partly from Wadi Fatimah and Wadi 
Khulays. The remainder is supplied by the 
desalination factory.

Over election of president 


Turkey is braced for new political crisis 


ANKARA, March 18 (AP) — A possible 
new political crisis looms in Turkey over the 
election of a president, a largely ceremonial 
post. 

The term of President Fahri Koruturk, 77, 
expires on April 6 and under the constitution, 
a joint session of the bicameral parliament 
must meet two weeks before that date, this 
Saturday, to elect a new head of statc. 

But five days before the balloting, Turkey’s 
political parties had no individual candidates 
for the post. They also refused to set aside 
feuds and negotiate for a joint candidate. 

Turkish presidents are elected by members 
of the legislature for a seven-year terra. In the 
first two ballots, a two-third majority of 423 
votes is necessary for election; after this, a 
solid majority of 318 votes is sufficient. 

The new president to be elected will be the 
seventh bolder of the post since the founda- 
tion of the Turkish republic in 1923. The first 
was Kemal Ataturk. the founder of the mod- 
ern Turkish state and its chief executive for 
15 years, until his death in 1938. 

Under the 1960 constitution, a strong pres- 
idency was eliminated and executive power 



Thewpresident names the prime minister 
and can veto laws. But the parliament can 
nullify the veto. He is also commander of the 
Turkish armed forces and traditionally serves 
as liaison between Turkey' s civilian and 
military ' lepdersbi ps. 

Accordingly, alT past presidents, with one 
exception, have come from mritatcy back 
grounds. Koruturk was commander tit the 
Turkish navy before his appointment as 
senator from a presidential contingent of 15 
senate seats. 


NAIROBI, March 18 (Agencies) — 
Ethiopian warplanes reportedly bombed four 
towns in Somalia, killing 33 persons and seri- 
ously injuring six others, official Som:'L ridio 
said Tuesday. 

The report, quoting a Somali Defense 
Ministry statement, said the attacks occurred 
earlier this week at Mate ban. Dudub, 
GaJado, Buduen and Dabaro. 

About 10 Ethiopian planes were involved 
in the incidents, the radio said, but additional 
details were not disclosed in the broadcast, 
which was monitored in Nairobi. 

The reported bombings could not be 
immediately confirmed by independent 
sources. 

Ethiopia and Somalia are traditional rivals 
in the Horn of Africa. In 1977-78 they fought 
each other in the Ogaden war and Somalia 
has occasionally reported Ethiopian attacks 
on its border villages since the end of the 
conflict. 

Meanwhile in Mogadishu, Somali guerril- 
las said they had killed 2,200 Ethiopian 
troops in battles at Babile and Jijiga in the 
Ogaden early this month. 

A communique issued by the Western 
Somali Liberation Front ( WSLF) also said 
they had destroyed 105 Ethiopian armored 
cars and five tanks, and had captured 1,500 
rifles with ammunition in another battle in 
the arid region. It gave no details of guerrilla 
casualties. 

The front says it controls 90 per cent of the 
ethnically Somali Ogaden. 

In Khartoum, guerrillas fighting in 
Ethiopia's northeast province of Tigray said 
Monday they had repulsed a big attack by 
government troops after a week of heavy 
fighting.

In Tel Aviv, police said a time bomb explo- 
sion in a Jerusalem suburb street Monday, 
caused “no casualties" but "some" damage 
to nearby shops and residential buildings. 

Meanwhile, an Israeli military court has 
given life sentences to three commandos cap- 
tured last August after a dash with an Israeli 
patrol boat off the Mediterranean coast. 

The army spokesman Tuesday identified 
the three as Haled Sabri Shahin, 24, and 
Muhammad Dib Mansour, 19, both of Syria, 
and Hamzi Muhamraed Dinari. 25, of Pakis- 
tan. They were said to be members of the 
Popular Front for the Liberation of Palestine. 

They were convicted of attempting to land 
in Israel on a mission and the stiff sentence 
was handed down Monday, the spokesman 
said.

Bat some of the Conserva- 
tive members as well as opposition Labor 
politicians attacked her government’s handl- 
ing of the issue. 

An opinion poll published Monday indi- 
cated that 56 per cent of Britons would not 
support a call by Parliament for a boycott 

British Olympic Association chairman Sr 
Denis Follows said sports leaders would con- 
sider, the vote very seriously. But he warned 
that athletes' attitudes had been stiffened by 
an announcement last week that government 
employees would not get special paid leave to 
take part In die games. 

Rom all rides of parliament there was 
strong condemnation of Moscow’s military 
venture in Afghanistan. But both the ruling 
Conservatives and opposition parties were 
divided on how to retaliate. 

Parliamentarians were given a free hand by 
their parties to vote as they pleased. Some 
Conservatives complained an Olympic 
boycott was an insufficient response and 
unfair cm British sportsmen. 

Right-winger Terence Higgins, a former 
Olympic competitor, said British athletes 
were being asked to make a huge sacrifice. 
They should only withdraw if the government 
took other tougher measures against Mos- 
cow, he added. 

Several of Britain’s international athletics 
squad were in the public galleries to hear his 
final appeal for a boycott at the end of the 
debate. He said the Olympics had intensified 
the pressures to which Soviet ritizens were 
already subjected. 

As well as the banishment of physicist 
Andrei Sakharov, there had been a damp- 
down mi Jewish immigration, and students 
have been removed from Moscow, the minis- 
ter added. 

“All this reflects the conditions in that soc- 
iety. Unless we take this decision to boycott 
the games, the impact on all those people is 
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that we simply do not care about the prob- 
lems that are being created for them,” Hesel- 
tine declared. 

In Geneva, government representatives 
from 12 countries continued talks Tuesday 
on a proposed world sports festival for ath- 
letes who boycott the Moscow Olympic 
Games. 

The scene switched to the United States 
diplomatic mission for an all-day session, 
after the opening iheir <i«ni«inns Monday in 
the British mission. 

The two-day talks were convened by 
Australia, Britain and the United States. 

White House adviser Lloyd Cutler told a 
news conference Monday after the first ses- 
sion that Bports events staged at various sites 
around the world, could be self-financing if 
they were linked together for world-wide 
television coverage. 

Cutler said President Timmy Carter would 
not go back on his decision that the U.S. 
should boycott the Moscow Olympics next 
July in protest against the Soviet military 
intervention in Afghanistan. 


All five continents were represented at the 
private meeting. Apart from the three 
'initiators, countries attending included 
Kenya, Saudi Arabia, the Dominican 
Republic, the Netherlands and Sudan, 
Canada, the Piritippines, Costa Rica and Por- 
tugal sent observers. 

Both Cutler and British Foreign Office 
Minister Douglas Hurd, who presided over 
Monday* s meeting, said other major sporting 
. countries were likely to join the boycott. 

Hurd said he was not disappointed tha t 
only 12 nations took pan in the session. Each 
was in touch with several other interested 
governments, he said. 

Hurd and Cutler told newsmen the aim of 
the Geneva talks was to work out suggestions 
and facilities to encourage international 
sports bodies, promoters and television net- 
works to cooperate in putting on world class 
competitions in various soprts. 

This would give the athletes who boycotted 
the Moscow meeting the same sort of interna- 
tional recognition they could get from the 
Olympics, they said. 


Dissident arrested 

Soviets hit Olympics 1 ‘enemies’ 


MOSCOW, March 18 (R) — The Soviet 
Union said Tuesday the Moscow Olympics 
would go ahead as planned, despite President 
Jimmy Carter's call for a boycott. 

An editorial in the communist party news- 
paper Pravda said Washington's attitude to 
international sport was “just a caricature.” 
The administration was prompted solely by 
the president’s bid for re-election, it said. 

Pravda recalled that the last session of the 
International Olympic Committee (IOC) 
affirmed its decision to press ahead with the 
Moscow games, and said, “The games will 
take place at the appointed time despite the 
intrigues of the enemies of the Olympic 
movement” 

The confident forecast coincided with talks 
in Geneva between 12 countries to discuss an 
alternative site for athletes who stay away 
from the games, 

Pravda did not mention the Geneva meet- 
ing, but described the White House adviser at 
the two- day talks, Lloyd Cutler, as playing a 
subversive role towards the Olympic move- 
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meat. ■ 

“ Cutler is internationally misleading sport- 
smen of Western nations by trying to con- 
vince them that the Carter administration’s 
venture can somehow replace their participa- 
tion in Moscow." 

Pravda described the Carter boycott call as 
“an attempt to mix sport not only with poli- 
tics, but also with the policy of undermining 
detente." Such an attitude would only streng- 
then the Olympic movement’s independence, 
it said. 

Pravda accused Washington of trying to 
wreck the Moscow Olympics “for the benefit 
of President Cartel’s personal ambitions." 

“Washington politicians are., prompted by 
short-term considerations of the Carter elec- 
tion center,” it dedard. 

In Paris Vladimir Popov, the first vice pres- 
ident of the Soviet Olympic Organizing 
Committee, said Monday he was not worried 
by the meeting in Geneva of a dozen coun- 
tries exploring die possibility of alternative 
games to (he 1980 Olympics. 

“I remain raim because this meeting is not 
a new element,” Popov told a news con- 
femce. 

"It is only one episode in the general 
anti- Olympic theater. We are certain that the 
propositions and projects that will be debated 
by tiiese countries wul not gain the support of 
public opinion because they are contrary to 
die Olympic spirit, international sporting 
rules and^the engagements that have been 

"And since I am speaking of theater, let me 
tell you that the play and the direction are not 
the work of a master.” 

Popov, who is heading a Soviet sporting 
delegation to France, said that all is practi- 
cally ready in Moscow for the opening of the 
summer games July 19. 

Meanwhile, Juri Kukk, a dissident from 
Soviet Estonia who has called for the 
Olympic games to be moved from Moscow 
this summer, was arrested in his home town 
of Tartu last Thursday, according to his wife 
Silvi. 

Mrs. Kukk told a Reuter correspondent 
who telephoned her Monday that her hus- 
band was picked up on the street and she 
assumed he was now in the Estonian capital 
of Tallinn, 180 km (110 miles) north of 
Tartu. 
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WASHINGTON, March 18 (LAT) — 
In a letter to hundreds of athletes hoping 
to make the American Oly mp ic team, the 
executive director of the US. Olympic 
Committee, F. Don Miller, has declared 
that the USOC “intends to keep all its 
options open" for attending this summer* s 
Moscow Olympics, should the world situa- 
tion improve. 

Although Miller also said in the letter 
that ultimately the USOC would bow to 
President Carter’s position and agree to 
boycott the Moscow Games “if he indi- 
cates .„ our attendance ... represents a 
threat to national security," the tenor of his 
message has aroused some concern among 
White House aides trying to promote the 
boycott. 

One aide told \htLos Angeles Times that 
when White House counsel Lloyd N. 
Cutler, chief coordinator of the U.S. 
boycott campaign, was shown Miller’s let- 
ter, “he couldn't believe it.” 

The fresh doubts about how the USOC 
intends to proceed were expressed on the 
eve of Saturday's USOC administrative 
committee meeting in Colorado Springs, 
at which USOC leaders are expected to 
recommend a resolution to an April 11 
meeting of the group's house of delegates 
on what to do about the boycott. 

One Carter administration source said 
the USOC leaders have agreed to show a 
copy of the proposed resolution — which 
apparently wiD set USOC policy in the 
boycott matter — to Cutler in advance. 

In his letter to the athletes, Miller said 
that he believes sentiment among many 
Americans, is shifting against a boycott 
and he went on to promise: 

“The USOC will continue to act in your 
best interest and that of your fellow ath- 
letes and intends to keep all its options 
open with hope and prayers that an easing 
of world tension and the situation in 
A fghanistan MU permit us to accept the 
invitation of the Moscow Olympic 
organizing co mmi ttee.” 

Meanwhile, in another Olympics- 


related development, two major private 
companies that had agreed to provide sub- 
stantial goods and services to the Moscow 
Olympics have apparently adopted differ- 
ent responses to the Carter administra- 
tion’s request earlier this week that they 
halt export of Olympic goods to Moscow. 

A spokesman for Levi Strauss and Co., 
the clothing firm that had planned to outfit 
23,000 Soviet Olympic workers with blue 
jeans during the games and to provide 
jackets and T-shins for 6,000 of them, as a 
contribution to the games, said that the- 
dothing would not be sent if the govern- 
ment doesn't want it sent. 

Should die Carter administration chan ge 
its stand in time to ship the dothing Levi 
Strauss spokesman Bud Johns said, it will 
be sent, but he emphasized, “ We have said 
repeatedly we will follow national policy 
on die Olympics." 

A different stand has been taken by the 
Coca-Cola Co., which had agreed to pro- 
vide soft drinks to Olympic athlete and 
other participants in Moscow, informed 
sources said. 

The sources said that Coca-Cola has 
taken the position that it has already 
exported materials it needs to fulfill the 
agreement and it is too late to bow out 
now. A Coca-Cola representative 
declined to comment. 

In Frankfort the West* German post 
office has withdrawn a special stamp 
which was to have been issued in time for 
the Moscow Olympics. According to the 
government spokesman, Klaus B celling, 
the move does not amount to a “provi- 
sional decision" on the participation or 
non-participation of West German ath- 
letes in the Moscow Games. Bur he admit- 
ted that the decision by the Federal Minis- 
ter of Post and Telecommunications, Kurt 
Gscheidle was not “just a technocrat’s 
move." Unless Boelling was caught up in 
his own elaborate officialese, this could 
only mean that political reasons also 
played a part. 

Like Goethe’ s Faust, the German gov- 


ernment and Chancellor Schmidt in par- 
ticular have privately suffered from hav- 
ing “two souls in my breast". While one 
reacted with shock, and honor at die idea 
of boycotting the games, the other 
responded with resignation ro the call of 
loyalty toward the American allies. 

At his news conference last Wednesday, 
Schmidt made it clear that no West Ger- 
man team would go to Moscow unless the 
Soviet Union had withdrawn its troops 
from Afghanistan. But be regretted that 
the Olympics bad come to dominate the 
international discussion on how the West 
should respond to the Afghanistan; crisis. 
By August, he said, the Moscow Olympics 
would be a thing to the past, but the ques- 
tion of a worldwide balance of power 
would remain. 

The special stamp, which was ready for 
publication, was to have shown a flag with 
the five Olympic rings. It will be replaced 
by the picture of a ride in a dressage event. 

According to Boelling, die Bonn gov- 
ernment is unlikely to take part in a con- 
ference to prepare alternative Olympic 
games. 

The Swedish Olympic Committee's 
executive committee Monday confirmed 
its decision that Sweden would take part in 
the Moscow Olympics this summer, 
Olympic committee general secretary Bo 
Bengtson said Tuesday. 

But the committee has not told Moscow 
officially that it is coming and would prob- 
ably not do so until dose to the May 19 
deadline, Bengtson told Reuter. 

“If the political or sports situation 
changes then our decision is subject to 
change," he added. 

Bengtson, also director of the Swedish 
Sports Federation, said the only political 
events he could imagine causing a change 
would be United Nations sanctions 
against the Soviet Union or a break in 
Swedish-Soviet diplomatic relations.

The quick end to the fifth game came after 
an equally fast finish in the fourth round 
which was resumed after an adjournment on 
Saturday and ended With Petrosian offering a , 
draw after the 45th move. 
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IRAN ELECTION RESULTS 

The early results of the current Iranian parliamentary 
elections have thoroughly confounded predictions, especially 
by Western observers, of an easy win for the independent 
candidates supporting President Abolhassan Bani-Sadr. The 
main cause for this, it is now becoming apparent, is the inabil- 
ity of the Bani-Sadr side to translate the president's 
undoubted popularity into a parliamentary majority, owing to 
the absence of a party electoral machine. 

The expected winner is the Islamic Republican Party 
(IRP) led by Ayatollah Muhammad Beheshti. who is at the 
same time the secretary general of the ruling Islamic 
Revolutionary Council. The IRP has the support of the coun- 
try's clergy, and its politics are both Islamic and militant: so 
much so in fact that it is very close to the militant students 
holding the hostages at the American embassy in Tehran. 

The IRP has won thirty out of the fifty four results so far 
declared. But it is loo soon to predict that its final majority will 
be of a commensurate proportion. Most of the other wins were 
scored by President Bani-Sadr s supporters. '["he second stage 
of the elections, due to take place early next month, is 
expected to see the IRP emerging a clear winner with an 
overall majority. 

Anticipating such a result, some of the other parlies to the 
elections, among them the Communist and Socialist groupings 
as well as such Islamic left wingers as the AI Mujahidoun 
group, have already complained of large-scale electoral 
irregularities. This was not unexpected and Bani-Sadr has 
already ordered the complaints investigated. But the scale of 
malpractice could not in any case have been large, since the 
declared results included winners from a wide spectrum of 
opinion.

WASHINGTON— 

John B. CCranaily’s withdrawal from the race for 
the Republican presidential nomination, which 
came hard on the heels of that of Senator Howard 
Baker, provides an object lesson on how not to run 
for the U.S. presidency in 1980s. 

A year ago Big Hofan, on paper, had everything 
going for him. He was a three- term governor of 
Texas, a former secretary of the navy, a former 
treasury secretary, adviser to three presidents, a 
self-made multi-millionaire. The darling of bigbus- 
iness, he looked more presidential than any other 
candidate, more indeed than one or two recent 
incumbents. 

The money came rolling in — in such quantity 
that he was able, early this year, to spurn his right to 
federal matching funds, the only candidate in either 
party to do so. 

By the time of bis withdrawal last week, he had 
spent nearly $ 12 million in pursuit of the presi- 
dency, some$ 500,000 of it out of his own pocket 
His reward was just one convention delegate, Mrs. 
Ida Mills of Arkansas, surely the most expensive 
vote in the history of politics. 

A year ago, the electoral pundits were predicting 
a Connaily- Kennedy showdown in 1980. It was to 
be one of the roughest, toughest fights in memory. 
Connaily himself argued that he was the only 
Republican with a chance to beat Kennedy, then 
assumed to be the inevitable Democratic nominee. 
In a way, Connaily s fortunes nosedived with Ken- 
nedy's. 

But there was much more than that to the former 
governor's totally unexpected eclipse. He, like 
Kennedy, entered the race with what Americans 
like to call “A lot of baggage." 

Connaily* s baggage came in three hefty Con- 
signments. One, he was a turncoat. The three-term 
governor of Texas was a Democrat, Nixon's treas- 
ury secretary a Republican. Ronald Reagan also 
started life as a Democrat, but he was a Republican 
governor of California, and had established his 
GOP credentials over a much longer period than 
Connaily. 

Two, he carried the dread taint of Richard Nixon. 
Having been one of the disgraced president's clos- 
est advisers and friends, Connaily changed party to 
accept two cabinet posts under Nixon . George Bush 
had also (angled with Nixon, accepting his invita- 
tion to be party chairman during the trauma of 
Watergate — but Bush remained in senior govern- 


ment positions under President Ford. 

It was in the Nixon years that Connaily picked up 
his third piece of baggage, the one that perhaps did 
him most harm. He was indicated for accepting 
bribes in what became known as the milk fund 
scand^L He was, it should hastily be added; acquit- 
ted. Bht the mod stuck. 

This reporter was once present when Connaily 
stormed, “I was acquitted, I was acquitted," to a 
heckler who had raised the milk scandal. “Yeah," 
came the reply, “you were the only one that needed 
to be.’ y : • 

“John Connaily acquits himself like a true 
Republican," became a favorite barb among his 
opponents. 

The epithets “wheeler-dealer", and even 
“crook” haunted Connaily throughout his cam- 
paign. “My wife thinks you're a crook," said one 
radio phone-in caller. 

“But I was acquitted. You should tell hex that," 
replied Connaily. 

“I did tell her that.” 

“What did she say?” 

“She still thinks you're a crook.” 

Connaily also confronted the wheeler-dealer tag 
with full frontal candor. “Many people call me a 
wheeler-dealer. Well, may be I am. Politics is full of 
wheeler-dealers, and the president has to be a bet- 
ter one than anyone else.” 

These three handicaps combined with a badly 
planned campaign to nip Connaily’ s fortunes in the 
bud. Money was thrown around far too lavishly: 
Lease jets, big parries and extensive TV advertising 
were the order of the day from the start. 

The candidate decided to throw all his weight, 
and his dwindling resources, into the South 
Carolina primary, to show that he could beat 
Reagan on his own ground. He overlooked the 
dominant phenomenon of the 1980 campaign: 
“ momentum” , or “Big Mo" as George Bush like to 
call it until it deserted him. Major defeats for Con- 
nally in New Hampshire, Massachusetts and Ver- 
mont had deprived him of “winnability” (another 
19SU vogue word) in the South. Reagan beat him 
54-30 in South Carolina. 

So Big John returns to his Tekas ranch a sadder 
and a wiser man, taking much of the color of the 
1 9S0 campaign with him. “I don' t ever intend to be 
a candidate again,” he told his followers in an emo- 
tional farewell speech. “But I'm not withdrawing 
from politics. 1 want you to understand that.” — 
lOFNS)

Sweeping changes in China’s military hierarchy, 
which included the removal of the 76-year-old navy 
chief after he held the post for 30 years, have con- 
firmed that the Soviet seizure of Afghanistan has 
freed the hands of Vice-Premier Deng Xiaoping to • 
perform major surgery on his ; geriatric corps, pf 
commanders:'- 

A new appraisal of the Russian threat has put a 
sharper edge on the arguments of those who stress 
that the four million- strong People’s Liberation 
Army (PLA) must be streamlined well as moder- 
nized as quickly as jiossible. 

Ihe Chinese are more dissatisfied than ever with 
the outdated Maoist doctrine of "self-reliance," 
whereby national defense would depend less on 
sophisticated weaponry than on waging a “people's 
war,” in which any invader would be drowned in a 
sea of under-armed patriots. 

When Chinese divisions burst across the border 
into North Vietnam a year ago to “teach Hanoi a 
lesson”, they learned one themselves. The costly 
incursion owed its success to brawn rather than 
brains, electronic or human. 

The poor coordination of arms, sometimes dic- 
tated by almost medieval signals and supply sys- 
tems, was aggravated by the obsolescence not only 
of Chinese weapons, but of Chinese commanders. 

Gen. Yang Dezbi, who commanded the opera- 
tion, had last crossed a border in anger 30 years 
before, when be led three armies against the 
Americans in Korea. 

Now replaced as master of Kunming military reg- 
ion. opposite Vietnam, he is among eight of China's 
11 regional commanders who have been switched 
to new posts in a shake-up that has affected nearly 
20 senior generals. 

He is also one of four distinguished veterans who 


have exchanged active commands for desks in Pek- 
ing, where two new deputy chiefs- of- staff and four 
new members of the party's powerful Military 
Affairs Commission have been identified last 
month alone. 

Deng's immediate object seems to be to tighten 
Peking’s control over the nationwide process of 
.modernization by dislodging from their strong- 
; holds those revolutionary die hards with dated ideas 
- whose power; and prestige make them difficult to 
keep in line. 

He is in some cases promoting them to paper- 
pushing posts in the capital, where they can be 
useful instruments for exercising remote control 
over their former fiefs, while replacing them in their 
active commands on the spot with officers almost of 
their own age who will be more amenable to 
change. (At 74 Ye Fei, the new navy chief, is only 
two years younger than his predecessor.) 

Xu Shi you, the outgoing commander of Canton 
military region, is 73. He is being replaced by Wu 
Kehua, aged 66. 

Xu is a ranking member of the Politburo, and 
until January was the most powerful military boss in 
South China. He had no love for Mao and has been 
a staunch supporter of Deng. 

Some younger commanders suspect that aging 
revolutionary generals like Xu are tempted to ding 
to outworn principles they practised so competently 
in the past rather than fumble with the mysteries erf 
computerized combat. 

They have been further depressed by Peking’s 
failure to give arms production a higher priority at 
home or make massive purchases of modem 
weaponry abroad. 

The shake-up of PLA commanders reflects a new 
determination to modernize tactics and arms. That 
may do much for the morale of Chinese soldiers, 
who are sick of the myth that blood and a bolt- 
action rifle are the answer to Russian ambition.

Al, Sadwo said in an editorial 
that the real crisis in the region 
existed owing to the continuous 
Arab- Israeli tussle, adding that 
this tussle will never come to an 
end unless a just and comprehen- 
sive solution is found to the crux of 
the problem. The paper asserted 
that the Arabs are the actual 


claimants of right, justice and 
peace, and reiterated that the 
whole region keeps its doors wide 
open for free and full cooperation 
in the realization of welfare and 
prosperity for the peoples of the 
world. 

Almost on identical lines, Okaz 
said the Arab region will continue 
to face dangers so long as Israel 
continues in its expansionist plans 
at the expense of the Arab people. 
It called for cooperation and 
coordination at the military level 
among the Arab sates, so they can 
keep the whole region free of 
international turmoil. 

The paper added that existing 
cooperation among the slates of 
the Gulf originates from a sense of 
a common destiny and a keen 
desire to protect their achieve- 
ments and the peace and security 
of the Gulf. It said that Israel is a 
direct danger to the Arabs and, 
therefore, cooperation and coor- 
dination among the Arab states 
will enable them to confront the 
challenges in a successful and 


'effective manner. 

Commenting on the Egyptian 
peoples' reaction io die normal- 
ization of relations between Egypt 
and Israel, At Medina expressed 
the view that the people of Egypt 
cannot be happy with what has 
displeased their Arab and Muslim 
brethren. Referring to a general 
call in Egypt to boycott all Jewish 
products, the paper added that the 
Arabs were confident that the 
Egyptians will bold fast to their 
Islamic faith and will not be led 
away by corrupt Jewish 'practices. 

Al Jajrah regretted the Egyp- 
tian government’s persistence in 
the normalization of relations with 
Israel 1 1 said that this process sub-, 
jected Egypt to further dangers as 
Israel can now use its embassy in 
Cairo to create chaos and corrup- 
tion and dominate the Egyptian 
economy.

STOCKHOLM — 

Sweden votes on March 23 in a national referen- 
dum to decide whether to scrap its nuclear power 
program, which supplies a quarter of the country’s 
energy. 

In the run-up tothe referendum, the anti-nuclear 
lobby has steadily feet the lead it held at the time of 
the Harrisburg accident in the United States last 
year. Public opinion polls now indicate a substantial 
majority in favor of retaining nuclear power. 

Such a result could well split the coalition gov- 
ernment headed by Thorbjorn Fall din, who is 
implacably opposed to midear power. 

Falldin’s Center Party, which draws its main sup 
port from rural areas, lines up with die Communists 
in supporting the third of three alternatives on the 
ballot papers. This calls for the phasing out of. all 
midear plants over 10 years, or more rapidly if 
safety standards are not met.. 

His partners in the three-party non-socialist gov- 
ernment both favor retention of nuclear power. 

Hie Conservative ( Moderatema ) support Alteb- 
native'One; Much calls for retention of Swedetf ssbc 
functioning nudear power stations and the comple- 
tion of a planned six additional stations. 

The Liberals (Folkpartiet) line up with the Social 
Democrats in supporting Alternative Two, which is 
modi the same as Alternative One, but calls for 
increased research into alternative energy sources 
and the nationalization of all nudear power plants. 

The referendum, which is not binding on die 
government, will cost the taxpayer 62 million 
kronor ($14 million). It is the fourth referendum ter 
be held in the country since 1922. A government 
committee recently estimated that it would cost the 
nation 75 billion kronor ($17 billum) or 20,000 
. kranor($4,S00) perpmsou over a 20-year period to 
phase out nudear enezgy. . r 

Sweden is heavily dependent on nudear power, 
with 4J0 watts pec capita installed capacity, com- 


pared to 190 in the United States’. The country has 
very little coal, and further hydroelectric schemes 
would face fierce opposition from environmental- 
ists. , 

Employers and the Swedish Confide ration or 
Trade Unions support continued use of nudear 
power, it is fear of increased unemployment that 
has swung people in favor of the two “yes” alterna- 
tives. 

Olof Palme’s Sodal Democrats, the main opposi- 
tion party, have been placed in a particularly dif- 
ficult position by the nudear issue. The party establ- 
ishment favors keeping the power plants while the 
more idealistic left-wing wants to dose them down. 
Palme has come up with a compromise that seeks to 
have the best of both worlds. 

The Alternative Two compromise is summed up 
by the slogan “Shut down — • with commonsense" 
(Aweckla med fomuft), the idea being that the 
reactors must be kept until there is somet h ing to 
replace them. If alternative energy sources are 
found and developed, the aim is a shutdown in 25 
years.

Turkish coffee: a delicate balance

JEDDAH — To refuse a cup borders on 
insult. In Lebanon it is customary to serve 
only one cup. In some carries die cup is turned 
upside down after the contorts are finished 
and the guests fortune read. In others, a 
guest will pass the cup offered to him to his 
neighbor as a gesture of humility. 

These are just some, of the many customs 
involved in the enjoyment of one of the 
world* s most delicious drinks — Turkish cof- 
fee. The taste itself is well enough known but 
the method of making the coffee and the 
customs which surround it remain too often a 
mystery. 

Yet the tmlitions of Thridsh coffee (not to 

be confused with green Arab coffee) are so 
woven into the fabric of Middle Eastern life 
that it is almost essential to know the cere- 
monies to understand the latter. 


. has been suggested that the time of serv- 
ing Turkish coffee can mean the difference 
between friendship and war. In understands 
ing this, it is important first to realize that it is 
customary to serve all guests coffee. Thus, if 
the beverage is served 6ady in a visit it may be 
interpreted as a hint for the guest to leave 
cariy. On the contrary, if served too late it 
may seem that the guest is not worthy enough 
to be honored with a cup. Therefore, if a 
guest is to feel honored he should be served ■ 
with coffee near theend of his visit — but not 
too late. 

He will also be insulted if presented with a 
cup which is full or overflowing. This could 
mean “ take what you can get and leave." So 
take care when passing die cups. 

The etiquette of serving Turkish coffee, 
requires the hostess or host to hand around 
the cups personally to guests. The eldest or 
most important person is served first, with

A people bloodied

WASHINGTON — Betty Williams is an 
auburn-haired housewife from Belfast with 
lines in her face that speak. of overwork and 
emotion. She knows, all too weD, a-Btany of 
Northern Ireland sorrows; 

“Two of my coorins were murdered. My 
aunt, she was a perfect housewife, perfect. 
Now she’s an alcoholic. They found her last 
year on Donny’s grave, dead drunk, frostbit- 
ten. She had a blanket she was trying to put 
over his grave, ‘Donny’s arid,’ she says. 

“My Aunt Mary, she doesn’t know if she’s 
coining or going. She still sets a place for her 
boy at the table. ‘I forgot,’ she says.. And 
Bridget McKenna, B ridget's son was mur-

dered, too. The first two months she was 
great. She was a very staunch Catholic, it was 
God’s will. Suddenly one night her husband 
found her in the corridor, screaming.** 

Ifs been 3 -V:- years since Betty Williams 
and her friend, Mairead Corrigan, started a 
peace movement in Northern Ireland, and 
just over two years ago since they were 
awarded the Nobel Peace Prize for their 
work. 

The 10 factions that have been fighting in 
Northern Ireland for over 10 years show few 
signs of putting down their guns; terrorist 
attacks continue and a government confer- 
ence in Belfast trying to plan a warless future 
is not expected to succeed. 

The peace movement has had its own trou- 
bles, and the two young women who idealisti- 
cally called a peace rally in 1976, not knowing 
how man y people would show up, have 
experienced traumas of fame and the scarring 
embrace of success in a way they never 
expected. But they have given up, Betty Wil- 
liams said during a lecture tour in Washing- 
ton, and they have no intention of doing so. 

She used to be just a housewife with two 
children and a fur coat. She’s grown up with a 
half- Jewish Catholic in Belfast, taught to hate 
the British and the prejudice that Catholics 
felt from the Protestants. 

By the time she saw her friend Ann 
McGuire's three children crashed to death by 
a car driven by an Irish Republican Army 
gunman who had been shot by tf British sol- 
dier, she had already seen a 4- year-old on a 
tricyde have half his head blown off by a stray 
bullet, and a young British soldier shot while 
she was standing in the street. The Mood 
sprayed all over her dothes and she could not 
remember the words to the act of contrition 
to say to him as he died. 

Last week she resigned from the COmmun- ■ 
ity of Peace People the organization that was 
founded to manage what began as a kitchen 
table campaign. Williams and Corrigan 
remain friends, but she chafed un de r the 
strictures of bureaucracy they had unwit- 
tingly created, and felt stifled by what she felt 
had become an organization that forgot the 
people. 

“We got organized, which is maybe the 
worst thing we could have done,” she said, in 
as Irish a brogue as you could want, leaning 
her elbows on a friend's dining room table. 


“I think they'll be delighted to get rid of 
me. I was very disruptive. Now they’ve got a 
bit of peace!*' She grinned. 

She will continue to work in the peace 
movement — as distinct from the Community 
of Peace People — until 'Irish stop killing 
Irish.*’ Until 4-year-old boys on tricydes stop " 
getting the backs of their heads blown off by 
stray bullets, and restuarants and trains and 
hotels and stores full of people stop getting 
bombed. One hotel in Belfast has been 
bombed 36 times, she said. 

She* s separated from her husband — it was 
not a good marriage — even before she got 
involved in the peace movement, she said, 
and they are “the best of friends” — and she 
has shared one of the most respected honors 
in the world and met presidents and gueens 
and foe Holy Father himself. 

And three weeks ago Ann McGuire killed 
herself. She took an electric hedge cutter and 
slit her throat. 

Over these last few years “I watched her 
try to survive," she said. “She fought back. 
She tried. She just couldn't make it.. And 
poor Jack, her husband, what will he do now? 1 
Sometimes I think if we'd really loved her we 
should have left her a little bottle of pQls so 
she dido' t have to die in that horrible way...’* 

The violence keeps happening. And in her 
min d foe only reaction a sane person can have 
is to say “Stop it!" and say it loudly, often, 
and not very politely. She is not an intellec- 
tual, and foe movement has made a point of 
staying out of politics, for which it has bear 
criticized. Movement members place their 
faith, ultimately, in foe strength of women's 
desire not to see their families killed, and they 
have been criticized for being oaive and - 
unrealistic. 

The movement's founders have been criti- 
cized for more. “The jealously sundrome sets 
in. People say, “Those two think they 1 re fam- 
ous.’ People at home expect you to have all 
foe answers." In many ways, foe Nobel Prize 
was a “crucifixion.’’ 

The approximately $400,000 they were 
given by foe Norwegian people .went to the 
Community; foe approximately $50,000 Wil- 
liams and Corrigan each received from foe 
Nobel Prize they keep in lieu of salary — 
something they think now may have been a 
mistake. People thought they got rich. 

“And how can Mairead go out on a date 
and have a glass of wine with a man? And 
how could 1? The newspapers would have it 
foe next day — ‘Betty Williams Has A New 
Man'." 

Williams is a woman who likes to laugh, to 
dance, to have a “wee drink" every now and 
then. She likes the attention she’s had — but

In some places it is common practice, after 
finishing a cup of coffee, to turn the cup 
upside down so that foe dregs run down the 
inside of the cup onto foe saucer. If one 
" member of foe company is accomplished in 
foe art of reading, the pattern thus formed in 
the cup. will provide foe basis of a fortune- 
telling for foe drinker. 

Foreigners in the Kingdom are sometimes 
confused about the custom of shaking the cup 
when enough coffee has been drunk. This 
custom refers only to foe green, of Bedu, 
coffee which has no dregs. 

As one local coolring expert siaid . “I have 
never seen Turkish coffee served twice, let 
alone a refill offered. The left over grounds 
■ would prevent a second serving. It is foe 
green coffee which requires that foe cup be 
shaken if enough has been drank” 

A further custom involves the foam on foe 
coffee. It is important to include foe froth at 
the top of the cup, firstly for appearance. But 
in addition the most foam is put on the cofied 
of the most honored guest. The creation of 
foam is an integral pail of t^ie making of the 
coffee which is why most devotees insist that 
only one serving be made at a time, using foe 
long handled Wan or enamel pot designed 
rapjywByfcc tte<pvo{>osfe. j.

at a time, the coffee may be made in larger 
quantities for serving at dinner parties, 
although eight should be a minimum. 
Experimentation is advised. 

One common method for making the cof- 
fee calls for dissolving the sugar in water 
before adding foe powdered coffee. The cof- 
fee should be finely ground, to about foe 
density of perodated coffee. The quantities 
of coffee, sugar and water for one serving are 
a heaped teaspoon of coffee and a rounded 
teaspoon of sugar to one cup of water. For foe 
water, measure with a demi-tasse, the type in 
which foe coffee is served. 

After adding foe coffee to the sugar and 
water pat it over a flame and bring it to the 
boil. Remove it immediately and tap foe pot 


. to the sugar and water, put it over a flame 

on foe edge of the stove, or plunge in a teas- 
poon, to make the foam subside. Repeat this 
operation two more times, then pour 
immediately into the coffee cup or cups, leav- 
ing a little foam for each cup. The foam is 
poured out by making the pot tremble as the 
pouring is taking place. If preferred, a few 
drops of cold water may be added as the 
coffee is removed from the flame for foe final 
time so that the grounds will settle more 
quickly to the bottom of tbe pot. If you like 
the card oman flavor, a few seeds may be 
added during the brewing or you can buy 
ground coffee with the cardoman already 
added. Orange blossom essence is another 
flavoring which can be added, but opinions 
vary. Some add it during the brewing, others

Also, while you are in the region il 
would be wise, if you are planning a lifetime 
of Turkish coffee drinking, to buy yourself 
the special long-handled brewing pot. 

A final note for investors: the decorative 
old sets which were customarily used for serv- 
ing the coffee are becoming hard to find. An 
antique set is said to be a good investment, so , 
if you see one snap it up.

Russian ground troops 
sailing to Indian Ocean 

WASHINGTON, March 18 (AP) - The ™i was learned as an 1,800-man U.S. 


Soviet Union may be deploying ground 
assault troops to the Indian Ocean aboard 
ships, U.S. Intelligence sources say. 

More than 400 naval infantrymen, the 
So\ieE counterpart of U.S. Marines, are 
known to be aboard a Russian amphibious 
assault ship now steaming south along the 
Chinese coast, these sources said. 

Although the amphibious combat forces 
involved are relatively small, the dispatch of 
U Marines and the possible deployment of 
Soviet naval infantry is another escalation in 
the Soviet- U.S. military rivalry in that vital 
region. 

The Soviet troops are on the 13, 000- ton 
Ivan Rogov, the biggest amphibious ship in 
the Soviet navy, which also is reportedly car- 
rying armored personnel carriers and air 
cushion ianding craft. 

The intelligence sources, who declined to 
be identified by name, said the Rogov and an 
escorting destroyer may be bound either for 
the South China Sea off Vietnam or for the 
irdian Ocean. They believe the latter is the 
destination. 

The ships have been under observation 
since leaving Russia's far east naval base at 
Vladivostok lost week. 


marine-reinforced battalion sailed through 
the Indian Ocean in the direction of the Ara- 
bian Sea. They were aboard a navy amphibi- 
ous warfare task force. 

The marine battalion is the first such unit 
ever to be sent into the Indian Ocean- 
Arabian Sea area by the United States. 

The arrival of the six- ship American navy 
amphibious task force in die Indian Ocean 
Sunday raised U.S. naval strength in those 
waters to a record 31 ships. 

The Soviet navy now has 29 vessels in the 
Indian Ocean- Arabian Sea area, three fewer 
than its peak force in late February. 

The number of warships committed there 
fluctuate from time to time, but the trend has 
been upward since last fall. 

Many of the .ships of both the U.S. and 
Soviet navies are stationed within striking 
range of the entrance to the Persian Gulf, one 
of the chief sources of oil supplies for the 
United States, Western Europe and Japan. 

There have been no hostile actions on 
either side even though political tensions 
have risen since the Soviet invasion of 
Afghanistan in late December and President 
Jimmy Carter’s warning that the United 
States would resist any Russian attempt to 
gain control of the Persian Gulf area.

A 
communique follows. Red Brigades." 

Police said at least two gunmen boarded 
the bus and fired five shots at Minervini, 60, 
shortly after he got on at his regular stop in 
western Rome to go to work. Two schoolboys 
w ere hit by stray bullets, they added. 

Minervini, i lawyer, was a magistrate in the 
Court of Cassation, Italy's highest court of 
appeal. Until recently he had been head of 
tile country's prison's board. 

The Red Brigades' last fatal victim was also 


a magistrate killed in Rome. He was prof. 
Vittorio Bacheler, 53, the vice-president of 
the Supreme Council of the Italian Magistra- 
ture, who was shot dead at Rome University 
last month. 

One of the men, described as young, pulled 
out 3 pistol and fired five times, according to 
witnesses. Police later confirmed two bays 
travelling to school were hit by stray bullets. 

Other passengers were slightly injured 
when the driver slammed on his brakes, 
police said.

SEOUL, March 18 (AP) — South Korean 
Defense Minister Choo Young- Bok reduced 
the 10-year prison term for former martial 
law commander Chung Seung-Hwa to 7 
years Tuesday when he reviewed the verdict 
for the general, convicted in connection with 
the assassination of President Park Chung- 
Hee. 

Gen. Chung was sentenced to 10 years by a 
military tribunal last Thursday on charges of 
trying to help Intelligence Chief Kim Jae- 
Kyu grab power after Kim killed President 
Park last Oct. 26. 

Gen. Chung had denied the charge and 
said that he immediately ordered military 
police to arrest Kim as soon as he learned 
Kim was the killer. 

The former army chief of staff was arrested 
seven weeks after the assassination touching 
off a series of gunfights between Chung’s 
supporters and those supporting Maj.

The constitution gives the presi- 
dent power to dismiss elected prime minister 
and name his own if he feels the nation's 
political parties are incapable of governing.

Thailand building 
border defenses 
against Cambodia 

ARAN YAP RATHET, Thailand, March 
18 (AP) — Thailand is building its own 
Maginor line against a possible Vietnamese 
tank attack — a trench six meters deep and 
nine meters wide that stretches nearly 100 
kilometers along the Cambodian border. 

The trench, built in sections at strategic 
portions of the 800-kilometer border, will 
cost 38 million baht ($ 1.9 million U.S.) to 
build, high-placed militaiy sources said 
Tuesday, and is targeted for completion 
before the start of the rainy season in about 
two months. 

It will be backed up by mine fields and 
concentrations of U.S.-supplied M-48 tanks, 
howitzers, "Dragon" ami-tank missiles and 
infantry units, the military sources said. 

They said construction is being carried out 
by the National Security Command, using 
bulldozers and other earth- moving equip- 
ment brought in from mobile development 
units in the provinces. 

When the first construction began about 
two months ago, a border police commander 
said, Thailand's irrigation department asked 
that the trench be used for agriculture as well

with water and used to irrigate some 4,000 
acres of rice land along the border.

TAIPEI, Taiwan, March 18 (AP) — The 
Taiwan legislator accused of masterminding a 
conspiracy to overthrow the Nationalist 
Chinese government testified at the opening 
of a court martial against seven political dis- 
sidents Tuesday that he signed a confession in 
a state of exhaustion after 56 hours of non- 
stop interrogation. 

Huang Hsm-Qiieh,’ 52, a member of the 
legislative Yuan and publisher of the now- 
suspended Formosa magazine, said he was so 
tired at the time that he felt" to die would be a 
happier experience than to be alive.” 

At the opening session of the most talked- 
about political trial here in many years, 
Huang also testified that authorities misled 
him into signing a confession by promising 
him that if he pleaded guilty, he would get a 
lighter sentence. 

Huang and the other defendants are 
accused of instigating a riot last Dec. 10 in the 
southern city of Kaohsiung, and sedition car- 
ries a maximum penalty of death. 

During intensive questioning by the presid- 
ing military judge, tile short pudgy legislator 
retracted many statements from his confes- 
sion — inducting a key statement that the 
defendants, all staff members of Formosa 
magazine wanted to seize power from the 
nationalists.

Portugal politics heads for renewed strife 
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53 dead 


SAN SALVADOR, El Salvador March 18 
(AP) — Leftwing mfliiants turned a general 
strike into a bloody uprising Monday, battl- 
ing security forces in pitched gunfights 
around the country that left at least 53 per- 
sons dead. 

The agriculture ministry was heavily dam- 
aged by a bomb blast early Monday, but there 
were no reports of casualties. Most of the 
agriculture agencies in the country's 14 pro- 
vinces suffered similar attacks in what police 
called a synchronized terrorist operation. 

Shortly after the bombing in the capital, 
shots were heard near the University of San 
Salvador. 

A thousand soldiers and security guards 
surrounded the university, and sporadic gun- 
fire was heard from within. 

The university has been used as a base for 
several of the leftist activist groups fighting to 
overthrow the civil i an- military junta that has 
ruled for the last five months. Unofficial 
sources said there are “arsenals of arms and 
propaganda” inside the university. 

10 women die 


in blaze at 
London hostel 


LONDON. March 18 ( AP) — A fire killed 
10 women early Tuesday in a hostel by the 
Roman Catholic Missionaries of Charity, the 
order founded by Nobel peace prize winner 
Mother Teresa of Calcutta, authorities said. 
Police said several nuns were among the 
dead. 

Neighbors said they rushed to help as 
screaming occupants of the hostel for home- 
less women, in a working d ass Irish commun- 
ity in North London, tried to get out of the 
three-story brick building. There were at 
least 1 1 survivors, and some of them leaped 
six meters to the ground. 

One official said there appeared to have 
been some breach of fire regulations in the 
building. The cause of the blaze was under 
investigation. There bad been numerous St. 
Patrick's Day celebrations in the area that 
went on late into the night. 

The blaze started about 4.45 a.m. local 
time. While some of the residents leaped to 
the ground, firemen carried three others to 
safety, and neighbors put up their own lad- 
ders to help some to the ground. 

Die injured were taken to a nearby hospi- 
tal and other survivors to another hostel also 
run by the Missionaries of Charity. 

"The flames were very fierce. We have no 
idea at this stage what caused it," said a senior 
fire officer. 

One neighbor. Cyprus-born George 
Agaihangelou, 36. owner of a small hotel 
next door, said he was awakened by his wife 
screaming that there was trouble outside. 

•7 rushed out in my pajamas and dressing 
gown.” he said. "I saw smoke and flames 
coming from the window next door. They 
were shouting and screaming. 

“Die nun in charge of the hostel was throw- 
ing buckets of water over the fire. She seemed 
to be in a state of shock.” 

He said dowtHand-om women residents at 
the hostel included alcoholics and there was 
often trouble there. 

Another neighbor, Mrs. Cicely Hunt, told 
reporters: “The first we heard was quarreling 
m the early hours. Then we heard screaming 
and a nun shouted, * Help, help, we’ re on fire, 
open the door.’ 1 phoned for the fire brigade 
but by the time they came the fire was very 
bad.” 


"This is craziness” said Col. Marco 
Aurebo Gonzalez, the press chief for the 
national guard. “Dus fight has no reason, 
because the government is already imple- 
menting the very reforms the leftists 
demand." 

He confirmed 28 guerrillas perished when 
they tried to attack an army patrol at the 
Hacienda Colima, 48 km northeast of San 
Salvador. There were no army cas ualtie s 
reported. 

He said the guerrillas, members of the 
Popular Revolutionary Bloc, tried to seize 
the Hacienda from persons planning its 
expropriation, then opened fire when police 
arrived. 

Twelve persons reportedly died in a gun 
battle between leftist guerrillas and army 
troops at Suchitoto, a small town about 36 km 
from San Salvador. There were no further 
details. 

Six more people died when they tried to set 
up roadblocks on streets at the perimeters of 
the capital. Gonzalez said, adding that police 
broke up the roadblock attempts. 

Firefights in the capital city also claimed 
the lives of six persons. 

No reporters or officials had entered the 
university grounds but one young man who 
fled’ the scene said “there are dead' and 
wounded” 

A police spokesman on the scene told 
reporters “we know there are a lot of arms 
inside the university.” Leftist organizations 
and militant students use the university for 
rallies and demonstrations against the gov- 
ernment.

dent Fidel Castro has told his countrymen 
that Cuba’s economy survives only through 
Soviet support yet is also hamstrung by that 
dependence, the Miami Herald reported 
Tuesday. 

Castro told the national People’s Govern- 
ment Assembly that Cuba's economic prob- 
lems are compounded and the revolution 
undermined by a selfish “indiscipline” 
among its people, the newspaper said. 

The president painted a devastating por- 
trait of the economy and national will in a 
“stare of the union" address given in 
December but previously unreported. The 
Herald said in Tuesday's editions. The news- 
paper did not say how it obtained a transcript 
of the 62-page speed). The speech mentions 
street crime, worker absenteeism, high 
unemployment, “symptons of corruption” 
anda large number of people who are “accus- 
tomed to daily stealing.” The Herald 
reported.

Castro said. 

“Some have said we are experiencing dif- 
ficulties,” he said. “ This gives the impression 
that we are crossing a current, a river.

Wales’ terrorize English homeowners 


LONDON, March 18 (AP) — English 
businessman Robert Davies found “English 
Go Home” slogans on his walls and an 
unlighted candle standing in a dish of 
kerosene outside the front door of his house 
near Bala in north Wales recently. 

It was a warning from resurgent Welsh 
nationalists who since have set fire to at least 
26 English-owned houses and cottages since 
Dec. 13 in a campaign to terrorize outsiders 
into leaving Wales. 

“ We’re watching you" was another slogan 
daubed on the wails of Davies’ house within 
the confines of Snowdonia National Park. 

Last week he got a letter signed by “Cad- 
wyr Cymru " Welsh for” Keepers of Wales ” 
that warned: “We’ll be back — this time in 
earnest.” 

The 34- year-old Davies, who sold his con- 
struction business in England four years ago 
to move to a small farm in Wales with his wife 
and three children, said: “We’re beginning to 
fear for our safety.” 

The arson attacks come amid a swelling 
tide of political and economic discontent in 
Wales, an ancienct Celtic nation which fought 
the English for centuries before being subju- 
gated in the 16th century. 

The extremists see the English presence in 
their mountainous land as an alien culture 
relentlessly swamping the Welsh heritage and 
language. 

Cadwyr Cymru, which has claimed respon- 
sibility for the burnings, says it has links with 


the Irish Republican Army’s “Provisional” 
wing and the Spanish Basque separatist 
movement ETA. 

Authorities doubt the extremists can turn 
Wales into another Northern Ireland, where 
the almost exclusively Roman Catholic IRA 
is fighting to end British rule, but they con- 
cede that hostility is rising. 

John Jenkins, a founder ol the pro- 
independence Mudiad Anddiffyn Cymru 
who served a 10-year prison sentence for 
bombings in the late 1960’s, declared: “ The 
choice before Wales in the 80‘s is either to 
develop as a large English suburbia or to 
develop as another Northern Ireland to 
achieve our demands.” 

No one has been injured in the arson 
attacks yet. 

There are an estimated 20,000 English- 
owned houses in Wales, most of them used 
only a few weeks a year as vacation hidea- 
ways. 

This has long stirred resentment among the 
lower-paid Welsh who have to wait years just 
to get municipal bouses. Nationalists daira 
English “foreigners” have pushed up bouse 
prices beyond the reach of ordinary Welsh 
families. 

No political group in Wales has publidy 
applauded the cottage-burnings, but there is 
considerable passive support for the arson- 
ists. 

Die extremist revival comes amid grave 
economic decline in Wales, united politically 


with England since 1536. 

Coal and steel, the two major industries in 
Wales, are threatened with widespread clos- 
ures that will worsen already high unemp- 
loyment. Wales cuTTently has 90.000 jobless. 
50 per cent above the British average. The 
planned closures will boost that to 125.U0U. 
Average income in Wales is only 60 per cent 
of the national norm. 

Grumbling labor unions are threatening 
major strikes to protest moves they say will 
turn Wales into an industrial wasteland. 

Extremist resentment was brought o a boil 
last spring when 2.7 million Welsh voted 4- 1 
against a referendum for limited home rule 
and by the rejection in December by the Brit- 
ish government of an exdusively Welsh lan- 
guage television channel. 

“We're facing a national crisis of de- 
industrialization and the extinction of the 
Welsh national culture and identity,” says 


Gareth Miles, national organizer of the 
Welsh Socialist Republican Party. 

” ITiese fires represent direct action by- 
people who probably feel they have no other 
means of communication." 

Dafydd Wigley . one of three Plaid Cymru, 
or Welsh nationalist, legislators in the British 
Parliament, said cultural and social issues 
have compounded economic fears. 

“Large areas of west and north Wales are 
in danger of being no more Celtic in character 
than any part of England,” he said. "What 
military conquest has failed to do over two 
millenia is now being accomplished by the 
checkbook invasion of the last two decades."

Plaid Cymru is urging Welshmen to refuse 
to pay TV licence fees. 


Escort dies in Madrid bomb blast 


.MADRID, March 18 (AP) — Terrorists 
killed the armed escort of an army general 
Tuesday with a bomb outside his Madrid 
home, but the general and two other military' 
men escaped unhurt, police said. 

A bomb placed under the sear of a motor 
bike exploded ID yards from Maj. Gen. Fer- 
nando Esquivias as he walked toward his car 
with an aide and his driver. 

His escort, waiting beside the motor bike 


was killed instantly, police said. It was the 
30th slaying by terrorists in Spain this year. 

Neighbors said Esquivias. a supply officer, 
followed the same route to his car daily. 

The general's wife, who said goodbye to 
him a few minutes before the bomb exploded 
outside his apartment building, told reporters 
it was a miracle her husband was not hit. 

Police said the general's aide, Li. Col. 
Manuel Miler also escaped unhurt.

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Iran suspends natural 
gas sales to Soviets 


TEHRAN, March 18 (.Agencies) — Iran 
has suspended exports of natural gas to the 
Soviet Union because the Russians insisted 
on a price that was about half the world mar- 
ket level, Tehran radio quoted Iran’s presi- 
dent and oil minister as saying. 

The broadcast Tuesday quoted President 
Abolhassan Bani-Sadr as telling the news- 
paper Bamdad: “We have been selling gas to 
the Soviets at a price of 60 cents a cubic meter 
compared with a world market price above $ 
4, Our proposal was around this price, but 
they insisted on a price of $ 220". 

Bani-Sadr also was quoted as saying Iran's 
losses resulting from Natural gas agreements 
concluded by the Shah's regime amounted to 

an “unacceptable" $ 131 million a year. 

The radio quoted Oil Minister -AJi Akbar 
Moinfar as saying the Soviet negotiators left 
Tehran after rejecting Iran’s demands to 
increase the price of Iranian gas to bring it in 
line with world prices. It said Iranian natural 
gas exports to the Soviet Union were sus- 
pended Monday night. 

Government officials in Tehran said last 
week Iran would rather burn its natural gas 
than sell it to the Soviets at the price they 
were demanding. .

BAHRAIN, March IS (R) — Kuwait has 
raised the price of its propane gas exports by 
3.7 per cent from$ 276 to$ 300 a ton effec- 
tive from March 1, the authoritative Middle 
East Economic Survey (MEES) reported 
Tuesday. 

The price of butane gas remained 
unchanged at$ 332 a ton, the Nicosia-based 
oil industry Journal said. 

Kuwait has been increasing gas prices on a 
monthly basis since last August. 

MEES also reported that Saudi Arabian 
gas prices for this month remained 
unchanged at the February levels of $ 275 a 
ton for propane andS 330 a ton for butane. 


the ruling revolutionary council that the 
Soviets could not accept the fivefold price 
increase sought by Iran. 

The Soviet delegation, which held four 
rounds of unsuccessful talks during a week- 
long visit here, offered to pay about three and 
a half times more than the price it paid during 
the deposed Shah's rule. 

“We could not accept that price and we do 
not want to give our gas free to any country,’’ 
Bani-Sadr said. 

Iran, which says it has the world’s second 
largest gas reserves after the Soviet Union 
itself, supplied 10 billion cubic meters to the 
Soviet Union per year from 1 1970 through the 
Igat One pipeline. 

Since the revolution last year, it has 
reduced supplies and sought to increase the 
price from 76 cents per million British ther- 
mal units (BTU) to 3.63 dollars, a price which 
it says is in line with international market 
rates. 

Oil Minister Aii Akbar Moinfar said that 
the Soviet representatives had offered to pay 
3.5 times the old price and that Iran could not 
accept this. 

He told reporters after the revolutionary 
council meeting, “ We asked them for the new 
price and they didn't accept it. That’s why 
they left." 

The Soviet delegation, led by Deputy Fore- 
ign Trade Minister Nikolai Osipov, arrived 
here a week ago to continue talks held when 
an Iranian delegation visited Moscow last 
month. 

Osipov told Tass in a statement after the 
inconclusive talks that Iran's position was 
“uncons tractive and somewhat strange.” 

“Some Iranian officials declared in the 
manner of an ultimatum that if the price for 
gas offered by the Iranian side was not 
accepted then Iran would burn the 
gas rather than sell it,” he was quoted as 
saying prior to departure from Tehran. 

Because of the Iranian position, he went 
on, the Soviet team had proposed that the 
talks be suspended “so that Iranian experts 
could study in detail all the pertinent 
economic and commercial issues involved."

Americans urged to sacrifice 

Inflation endangers U. S . security, Carter says 


WASHINGTON, Man* 18 (R) — 
President Jimmy Carter said that surging 
inflation endangered U.S. security and he 
urged Americans to accept sacrifice. 

He told an Urban Affairs Conference 
Monday the anti-inflation program he 
outlined last Friday would mean reduced 
federal aid to cities and less for those 
defense programs not directly related to 
cbmbat readiness. 

, Details of the proposed spending cuts 
•timed at balancing the new federal budget 
for the Erst time in 12 years are being, 
withheld until late this month. 

That means they will be made public 
only after important presidential primary 
elections in Illinois and New York next 
Tuesday, two states which would be heav- 
ily affected by expected cuts in programs 
for the poor and the cities. 

But initial reaction from the business 
community has been one of “too little, too 
late.” 

Prices on the New York Stock 
Exchange declined in active trading led by 
banking issues as investors reacted to new 
credit restrictions imposed under the pres- 
ident’s package. 

“The administration overpromised and 
undendelivered/ ' the head of a major elec- 
tronics corporation said. 

The chief of a large food company said the 
presidential program was essentially sym- 
bolic. 

“It’s too late for symbolism 1 something 


more substantive would be in -order,” he 
said. 

.The president promised on Friday to cut 
$13 billion in government spending to 
help achieve a balanced federal budget in 
the financial year beginning on Oct. 1. 

Many business executives doubted that 
the proposed cuts, 'Much a Chicago 
banker called “an absolute minimal effort 
to fight a' massive problem," would get 
through Congress, especially during this 
election year. 

“Already every special interest group is 
dripping' away at the programs" a 
Philadelphia h ank er said. “By the 
time the " conflicting pressures have 
worked themselves through the Congres- 
sional deliberations, there isn’t going to 
be much left (of the spending cuts)." 

Some financial experts had doubts 
about the other key proposal to balance 
the budget, a fee on imported oil that will 
add 10 cents to the cost of a U.S. gallon of 
gasoline (3.S litres ) which now averages 
more than $1.20. 

Many economists said the rise in the 
oost of fuel would be inflationary in itself 
and could create other inflationary pres- 
sures. ' 

The higher price of fuel at the pumps 
could also adversely affect die American 
car industry, which in turn affects many 
other industries. 

In an effort not to depress further the 
car, construction and other key industries, 


purchases of cars, homes and other large 
items were exduded from the new credit 
restrictions imposed by the Federal 
Reserve Board, 

The “Fed" imposed a wide range of new 
restrictions on banks and other lenders, 
such as credit card companies and big 
retailers, to stop people borrowing now in 
hopes of paying back with inflated 
“cheaper dollars later. 

Carter said he sought a balanced 
approach that would not jeopardize 
national goals or programs to help the 
poor and others hurt by inflation. 

“But in the end, there is no sugar- 
coating this pill” he said. “This is strong 
medicine. It is bitter medicine.’' 

The president said rising oil prices and 

interest rates had “ignited a firestorm this 
year that could permanently change the 
world economy and our way of life.” 
Inflation threatens to rage out of con- 
trol, he said. 


“Decent health care, home ownership, 
business prosperity, a better life for work- 
ing families, help for the elderly and poor, 
justice for Americans burdened by infla- 
tion — these and other dreams can and 
will slip away if inflation continues. 

“Even more important, inflation is a 
grave peril to our national security. Unless 
controlled, it will sap our strength, our 
world leadership, our national unity, and 
with it, our ideals."

Venezuela’s largest foreign market. 

Herrera did not provide details on what 
steps this major oil producing nation would 
take but said “we must adopt new measures 
very soon." 

An energy ministry working document 
published by the newspaper El National 
Monday said the world market oil glut is 
expected to be about three million barrels per 
day during the second quarter of 1980. 

The working paper says U.S. stocks of 
residual fuel oil were 49 per cent higher as of 
March 9 than a year ago. Fuel oil sold by 
Venezuela mainly to the U.S. eastern sea- 
board refineries accounts for about 20 per 
cent of Venezuela’s total daily exports. 

Fuel consumption in the northern hemis- 
phere slackened due to a mild winter, conser-; 
vation measures are reducing demand for oil, 
and industrial national economic growth is 
slowing and thus affecting the market, the 
ministry document said. It added that some 
300,000 barrels per day (bpd) of new oil from 
□on- OPEC exporting nations has also come 
on the market. 

Meanwhile, a knowledgeable foreign oil 
company source said Venezuela is having dif- 
ficulty selling excess oil. 

“Venezuela’s bread and butter is heavy 
oil,” he said, "And its market for heavy 
crudes is cratering at a time when they bailed 
but of traditional long-term sales contracts 
and decided to sell more to smaller com- 
panies.” 

“The smaller companies are not able to 
buy as much oil as the majors during a time of 
glut."

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Japan discount 
rate rises to 9 % 


TOKYO, March 18 (R) — The Bank of 
■Japan Tuesday announced a 1.75 per cent 
increase in its official discount rate to help to 
curb accelerating inflation and support the 
sagging yen on the foreign exchange market. 


The rate of nine per cent, the highest since 
immediately after the 1973 oil crisis, is effec- 
tive from Monday. 


The increase jn the rate, the annual interest 
chargul by the central bank od loans to 
Japanese commercial banks, is designed to 
tighten credit and make the yen more attrac- 
tive to foreign investors. 


It is die fifth time in 11 months that the rate 
has been raised, indicating the central banks 
detenninatjba to support the yen and curb 

oiLfaellefJ^mflatiofl. 


WASHINGTON, March 18 (AP) - with 
money plentiful from the profits of the oil 
producing countries, borrowing from the 
banks of the world soared above the trillion 
dollar mark in 1979, the International 
Monetary Fund reported Monday. 

The IMF says borrowing was stimulated 
both by the existence of that surplus and by 
die need of poor countries to borrow dollars 
to pay for the oil. They hurried to do that 
because the low rate of the dollar during 
much of the year made it a good idea to 
borrow before the dollar rose again — as it 
has been rising lately. 

In the first nine months of 1979 the oil 
producers increased their deposits by 30 per 
cent to a level of $ 105 billion. 

Lending passed the trillion dollar mark 
before September and by the end of the year 
it had readied $ 1.1 trillion. 

It was a borrower s market, according to 
Ulrich Baumgartner, who deals with interna- 
tional capital markets at the IMF. Although 
interest rates were going up, banks were 
charging borrowers a smaller premium over 
what they charged one another. 

What the banks charge one another is cal- 
led libor — the London Interbank Offered 
Rate. In 1978 other borrowers were charged 
an average of 1 per cent more, but in the first 
nine months of 1979 this premium dropped 
to 0.8 per cent. 

There were some signs that this trend was 
reversing at the end of die year. Japanese 
banks especially cut their lending in the clos- 
ing months, Baumgartner reported. What 
worries the banks, he said, is “continued 
rapid expansion of exports to cross-border 
risk." 

At the IMF Survey, the twice-a- month 
publication that put out Baumgartner's 
report, this was explained to ;:.eao the fear 
that some of the poorer countries which do 
not have oil of their own may become unable 
to pay the interest on their loans. Hiis situa- 
tion has often been disguised in the past by 
“reschedDliug” — that is, by postponing 
payments. 

In the first nine months of last year, the 
poor countries without oil increased’, their . 
debts by $ 27 billion, compared with an 
increase of$ 1 5 billion in the first nine mon r^s - 
of 1978. 


Goverujiient sources say the move will 
probably jbe followed by increases in other 
officially- controlled rates, such as long-term 
interest arid postal savings rates, as well as 
fresh- anti- inflation package expected Tues- 
day.

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Violations discussed by Revolutionary Council 

Khomeini’s kin alleges vote fraud 


TEHRAN, March 18 (Agencies) — The 
clergyman brother of Ayatollah Khomeini 
Tuesday gave voice to a diorus of complaint 
against alleged election rigging in last Fri- 
day's parliamentary poll. 

In a cable to President Abolhassan Bani- 
Sadr, Ayatollah Passandideh alleged that 
representatives- of the clergy- dominated 
Islamic Republican Party (IRP) had cheated 
during the elections in his hometown of 
Khomeini in central Iran.

Passandideh, the revolutionary leader's 
elder brother, accused the IRP of intimidat- 
ing voters to vote for its candidates. 

The ayatollah has been a public supporter 
of Bani-Sadr, whose candidates have been 
overshadowed in the early returns by those of 
the fundamentalist IRP. 

Passandideh’ s cable was not taken to be a 
reflection of the views of Khomeini, who has 
so far made no public comment cm die con- 
duct of last Friday’s election. Bani-Sadr said

Tito develops internal bleeding 


BELGRADE, March 18 (R) — President 
Josip Broz Tito, already in very grave condi- 
tion, slipped further Tuesday with the 
development of massive bleeding in the 
stomach, his doctors said. 

A medical bulletin, issued by the panel of 
eight doctors treating the 87- year-old Yugos- 
lav leader, was the gloomiest since he fell ill 
more than two months ago. 

Tito, staying at the clinical center in the 
northern dcy of Ljubljana, is suffering from a 
wide variety of ailments, including heart 
weak ness, cardiac rhythm disturbances, 
complete kidney failure, pneumonia and 


diabetes. 

Official sources said the president was 
unconscious most of the time and his body 
temperature was fluctuating wildly. 

Tuesday's bulletin said: "During the past 
day the state of health of President of the 
Republic Josip Broz Tito has further 
worsened, primarily because of heavy bleed- 
ing in the stomach which is the consequence 
of an existing general tendency to bleeding. 
Intensive treatment is continuing." 

Tito, whose left leg was amputated 59 days 
ago, suffered a relapse on Feb. 10, and his 
health has deteriorated steadily since then.

die many complaints of vote-rigging were to 
be discussed by the ruling Revolutionary 
Council in its meeting Tuesday night. 

In a published reply to Passandideh’ s 
cable, Bani-Sadr said: “ I cannot remain indif- 
ferent to unsound elections." 

Counting was proceeding slowly Tuesday, 
the eve of a week-long holiday to celebrate 
the Iranian new year. So far candidates spon- 
sored by die IRP are bolding a majority of 
seats decided in the first round. Seats where 
there was no dear winner will be decided in a 
second round in about three weeks time. 

No results are yet known for Tehran, 
where 433 candidates contesed 30 seats. But 
early figures from a number of polling sta- 
tions showed wide support for centrist former 
Premier Mehdi Bazargan as well as a number 
of IRP nominees and candidates of the radi- 
cal Muslim Mujahedin organization. 

The IRP and the Mujahedin have been 
swapping charges of electoral fraud since the 
polls dosed on Friday night. Mujahedin 
leader Masoud Rajavi Tuesday called on the 
authorities to announce immediately die 
number of votes cast in Tehran to prevent the 
count from being rigged. 

The IRP has a number of representatives in 
die Revolutionary Council, including its 
powerful secretary Mohammad Beheshti, 
and they are expected to concentrate the 
blame for any vote-rigging on the Mujahedin 
and other left-wing groups. 

But many prominent figures, including 
clergymen, have dted the IRP as the main 
offender at the poll' accusing it of using Illicit 
election-day propaganda and of influencing 
illiterate voters to support its candidates. 

Bani-Sadr has said the poll will be declared 
null and void if cheating proves to have been 
widespread and serious. 

Parliament, when it convenes for formal 
business in mid-May, , will have the task of 
deciding the fate of the American hostages 
held at the U.S. embassy here. 

A former woman employee of the Iranian 


Foreign Ministry Victoria Basin, has been 
arrested and has confessed to passing infor- 
mation to an American official now among 
die embassy captives. 

A revolutionary guard statement issued 
Monday night said hostage William 
Dougherty had admitted receiving informa- 
tion from Miss Basiii . 

He is among those hostages alleged by 
their student captors to have been an agent of 
the Central Intelligence Agency. 

Meanwhile, the United States argued its 
case before the World Court over the deten- 
tion of die hostages. 

The court ordered Iran to free the hostages 
last December. But Iran has ignored the rul- 
ing and boycotted die court. 

The U.S., in its presentation, charged that 
Iran has violated international law. The U.S. 
is seeking a ruling that Iran should pay repa- 
rations and should put on trial the Islamic 
militant students who stormed the embassy 
on Nov. 4 to press demands for the extradi- 
tion of the former Shah. 

In another development, Iranian Oil 
Minister Ali Akhbar Moinfar accused “con- 
spirators’' in die country’s Khuzestan pro- 
vince of attempting to shut down die national 
oil industry following an attack on a senior 
official inspecting a refinery, Tehran Radio 
reported Tuesday. 

The radio, monitored in Loudon, said three.: 
workers employed by the state-owned 
national Ir anian Oil Corp. .attacked- and 
wounded the supervisor of the country’s, 
refineries last Sunday. 

The radio, in the first anno unce ment of the 
incident, said the unidentified official was 
attacked last Sunday while inspecting the 
major refinery at Abadan on the Gulf. 

The ofl province, populated by Arabs, is 
one of Iran’ s regions where ethnic minorities 
seek greater autonomy from the central gov- 
ernment led by Khomeini. 


Gold slips as dollar soars 


LONDON, March 18 (AF) — The dollar 
climbed to its highest levels in Frankfurt and 
Milan for more than 18 months Tuesday and 
steadied against other European currencies 
in response to President Jimmy Cartel's 
anti-inflation program. 

Gold prices fell after dropping be low $ 500 
an ounce Monday for the first time since Dec. 
24. 

In Frankfurt, the dollar was fixed at 1.8770 
marks, the highest official pegging since 
mid- June last year. 

The Bundesbank sold off an estimated $ 
200 million to support the mark, dealers 
reported. 

In Milan, the U.S. currency soared to 
374.05 lire, its highest rate since Jan. 19, 
1978, at the fixing. The lira has been weak 
recently over fears of an impending govern- 
ment crisis. 

Dealers said the Bank of Italy sold $ 20.6 
million and was known to have intervened on 
a big scale as the dollar’s value improved. 

Dealers predicted “a bit quieter'’ day after 
Monday's chaotic trading. 

London's big five bullion dealers “fixed" 
the morning gold price at $ 474 a troy ounce, 
down from $ 477.50 at Monday's dose. The 
afternoon fixing was $ 481.50 

One dealer dted a return of Arab oil 


buyers to metal markets for the steadier gold 
price, although he added: “For once the 
Arabs would be justified to be in dollars 
(rather than gold) in view of their present 
strength and the possibility that interest rates 
may increase slightly further.*' 

In Zurich, gold sold for a median price of $ 
476 down from $ 489. 

In Hong Kong earlier in the day, gold 
dropped $ 12.59 to $ 46633. 

Silver fell in London to $ 18.25 an ounce 
from $ 20 late Monday — less than half its 
historic peak of S 49 on Jan. 13. 

Gold was last below $ 500 when it dosed at 
$ 485.50 in London just before the Christmas 
move into Afghanistan by Soviet troops led 
panicky investors and speculators to rush into 
bullion and sent the gold price rocketing to a 
record! 875 an ounce, recorded in New York 
on Jan. 21. 

A major reason for gold's subsequent fall 
has been the strength of the dollar on the tide 
of record-high interest rates in the United 
States, making dollar investments attractive 
to foreigners. 

hi Tokyo before European banks opend 
for the day, the dollar dosed lower at 248.80 
yen from 249.425 Monday after Japan's Cen- 
tral Bank raised its official interest rates in a 
bid to contain inflation and improve the 
country’s worsening balance of payments. 


Indonesian hero Hatta dead at 78

Dr. Haji Mohammad Hatta, who with 
Sukarno dedaxed Indonesia independent of 
Dutch rule, died Friday in Jakarta. He was 
78. 

Hatta became the new republic's first vice 
president after independence in 1945. He 
also served as defense minister, prime minis- 
ter and minister of foreign affairs before retir- 
ing from public life in 1956. 

Hatta was active in the independence 
movement since his student days. The Dutch 
colonial government imprisoned him for 
political activism, but he was released after he 
delivered an impassioned speech at his trial 
entitled “Indonesia Free." ' 

It was the first of several prison terms 
Hatta served before emerging a national 
leader at die close of World War IL 
He was the author Of works on economics, 
philosophy and public affairs. 


Castro offers refuge to guerrillas 


BOGOTA, March 18 (R) — Cuban Presi- 
dent Fidel Castro has offered to let the guer- 
rillas occupying the Dominican Republic's 
embassy in Bogota fly to Cuba with their 
hostages, and the Colombian prisoners the 
guerrillas want released, the Colombian gov- 
ernment has announced. 

Cuban Ambassador Fernando Reveto pas- 
sed the offer last Friday to President Julio 
Turbay Ayala, who said he would bear it in 
mind, the government said. Its receipt was 
announced Monday. 

Meanwhile diplomatic sources said Ven- 
ezuelan envoy Virgilio Lovera, one of 11 
ambassadors among the hostages, had suf- 
fered a fit of dizziness early Monday and not a 
heat attack as at first thought. 

The text of the Cuban message to Turbay 


said the three groups should be flown to 
Havana if the Colombian government 
thought it would help relieve the crisis. 

The leftwing quemCas, members of the 
radical M-19 group, want to fellow leftists 
released from Colombian jails. 

The Colombian government has refused, 
saying die 70 are guerrillas convicted of crim- 
inal offenses or awaiting trial. 

Turbay told Revelo he was grateful for the 
offer, the statement said. 

" I consider the action of die government of 
Cuba as an undoubtable manifestation of 
friendship in a difficult moment," he was 
quoted. as saying. 

The hostages have been held captive for 19 
days since the guerrillas stormed the embassy 
on Feb. 27.

Britain bars Soviet press 


LONDON, March 18 (AP) — Soviet 
newsmen have been stopped from covering 
Rhodesia's recent elections and from visiting 
the strife-torn British Province of Northern 
Ireland, the British foreign office reported 
Tuesday. 

The foreign office disclosure came after 
Isvestia, the Soviet government newspaper, 
accused the British of breaching the provi- 
sions of the 1975 Helsinki agreement which 
Laid down, that there should be free move- 
ment of journalists of the 35 signatory coun- 
tries. 

A foreign office spokesman, pressed on the 
issue by reporters at a daily news conference, 
said of the ban on Soviet media representa- 
tive visiting Rhodesia: 

“Because of practical difficulties, no visas 
to Soviet correspondents were issued during 
the sensitive period preceding die Feb. 27-29 
election. This bar reciprocates much harsher 
Soviet measures against Western correspon- 
dents." 


The spokesman said London-based So
